Magiſtrate perceiuing that they were not well dealt 
withall, Commaunded preſently the Gates to be ſhut, 
and at the ſame time the ſecond Regiment was ap- 
proaching, and killed ſome of the Court of Guard be- 
fore the Gates could bce cloſed : and gaue likewiſe 
direCtions that the Alarum ſhould be rung , Where- 
upon the Sonldiers and Cirtizens cameforth in gene. 
rall with their Armour and Armes, and defeazed the 
Regiment aforeſaid, within the ſpace of few houres, 
But the Kings Forces without hearing the noyſe of 


Shot, hoped that their Forces had ranſacktthe Citry, 


and began the Scaletherupon of one ofthe Outworks 
ofthe ſame, but they were brauely repulſed & many of 
them flaine by theOrdnanceas otherwiſe. Amongſt 
the Chiefe, were killed outright, The Duke of Frax-

Amongft thoſe which were hurt, the Duke of 2e- 
worexcy Admirall of Zrance,is (ince cnred : What will 
become ofthe reſt,namely theDuke 4 4/boeuf,the Mar- 
ſhall de BY awde, the Marſhall of Yitrie, and the Caualicr 
Vendoſme, the time will reucale it. 

The ſecond loſſe happened in this manner, The 
Duke de Rohan on a morning came with 3000, Hope, 
and ſct vponthe Kings Campe, and was preſently af- 
fiſted by thoſe of Ni/mes, which likewiſe fell vpon the 
ſame Quarter, where Monficur Sammet lay with his 
Regiment of P;cerdian Foote, which preſently was de- 
feated anddeſtroyed, Salleying the Citty alſo at the 
ſame inſtant vpon them : Monſieur Se himſelfe . 
was {laine, beſides 3000.ofhis men & the whole Quar. 
terquite beatenvp. The Proteſtants nayled 10. Pie. , 
\cesof rhe Campe, and thoſe of Aſompelier conuayed;/ 
4- other intd their Citry, to the great reioycing and 
comfort of the Proteſtants. -

The Newes of the late peace giuen.to the poore 
Proteſtants in Fraxce,as it was welceme to thoſe that 
firſt receiired intelligence of it on Friday laft hcere in 
England, ſo.for thatwe know the certaintyand the pars 
ticular Conditions are generally defired, we here giue 
you the Articles themſelues : which though they be or 
ſceme to be very diſaduantageous to the Proteſtants, 
yet they ſhew thus much ; that they did not reſiſt all 
this while with any will of Rebellion againſ$ their So- 
ueraigne,but would rather atfirſt haue yeilded vptheir 
Townes whole and vndemoliſhed, then thus raſed and 
leuclled with thc Earth. Againe, that they had rather 
expet afreedome of Conſcience, and a cancelling of 
the Edits againſtthem, and ſo relye for the continu. 
ance of the Peace vpon the Kings Royall word 8& Cau. 
- tion, then put themſclues vpon a deſperate Seruice, 
whercin they wereſure to waſte their ERates and Bo- 
dics. Thus after a ſerious Conſultation of the great 
Counſellors about the Peace,& the lofle of many No- 
es at Montpelier,wbich though it much incenſcd the 
King, it wcakned him aſmuch, and cither Pagy being 
well wearyed,theſe Articles were propounded and ac- 
ceptcd which we here giue you, vntill the Conditions 
bear large ſentouer,which are ſhortly here expe&ted.
